2 tablespoons mustard seed 
2 tablespoons celery seed 
1 tablespoon tumeric 
Combine vegetables. Let stand 
overnight in brine <V4 cup coarse- 
medium salt to 1 quart water). 
Drain. Combine remaining in­ 
gredients. .Jfeat to boiling. Add 
vegetables, heat just to boiling. 
Seal in hot, sterilized jars. Makes 
11 pints.

A free press is the great bulwark of freedom, but 
do you know how this greatest guarantee against 
dictatorship is maintained? 
It is through adver­ 
tising, and in the case of smaller newspapers, com­ 
mercial printing, as well. 
Subscriptions are very 
important, perhaps the most im portant of all, be­ 
cause without them the publisher could not give 
the advertiser value received for his advertising 
and eventually there would be no advertising; how­ 
ever, subscriptions scarcely pay for the white paper 
which goes into the newspaper. 
A newspaper is more than jdst another business 
establishment. 
It performs a service to its com­ 
munity that can be given by no other means. Not 
only is it the instrument through which persons 
living at great distances judge the community and 
a permanent record of the daily happenings within 
the town; but is one of the biggest factors in the 
success of War Bond sales, War Chest donations, 
recruiting, etc. And has been so recognized by the 
government which has put newspapers among the 
few essential industries.
